PEARHEADS of General Patton’s 3rd ‘U.S. Army, in a 
w sudden wheeling movement behind Paris, last night reached 
‘Chateau-Thierry, 59 miles north-east of Paris. 


Continuation of the thrust northwards would, states 
Reuter, confront the German troops falling back across 
the lower Seine with a new encirclement threat. 


Chateau-Thierry is said to be a “key ” to the roads leading 


north to the Germans’ “ rocket coast.” 


The American forces 


are fanning out between the Seine and the Marne. 


(Reuter, A.P. and P.A. Reports.) 


While remnants of the German 
"th Army are being hemmed more 
and more closely into the south 
bank of the Lower Seine near its 
mouth, British and Canadian troops 
are pouring across the river at four 
hridceheads between Rouen and 
Paris, and building up their forces 
for the big battles to come. 

At the other end of the front the 
Americans have crossed the Marne. 

The latest bridgehead is due east 
of Louviers, and. was established 
during the night. As in the other 
instances, the troops met sporadic 
machine-gun fire from Germans 
lying fairly back from the river 
bank. 

[hese bridgeheads are being 
strengthened and developed cease- 
lessly. 

That at Vernon is now five 
miles long by three miles deep. 
The Germans fighting on the 

south bank of the river nearer its 
are being bombed and 
gunned from the air, while British | 


and Canadian troops: are steadily 
squeezing them out. 

At one stage of the battle of the 
lower Seine the Germans managed 
to get a pontoon bridge across the 
river near Rouen, but it was 
quickly blown up. 

- The Germans lost most of their 
motor transport west of the Seine. 

German troops north of the river 
are pulling back either to the con- 
crete defences of the Siegfried Line, 
far to the east, or to counter the 
American threat south of Paris. 

At General Dempsey’s Head- 
quarters it was stated that all rein- 
forcements from the east have been 
switched down south of Paris to 
meet the American right flank threat. 

A German war reporter last night 
stated: “The last German units 
have crossed the Seine. But the 
battle goes on, and the troops, 
though sorely tried, will have to give 
of their utmost.” 

The Canadian forces assembled 
on the narrow peninsula just below 
the Rouen loop have driven two 
miles east in the direction of the 
high ground due south of Rouen.

The Allies are looking expec- 
tantly to General de Gaulle to 
supply the self-discipline required 
if the liberated regions are not to 
become a check on the whole- 
hearted pursuit of the war. 

It was.evidently with this in mind 
that General Eisenhower entered 
Paris on Sunday with other Allied 
military leaders to pay a visit to 
de Gaulle. 

Eisenhower said he was repaying 
de Gaulle’s visit to his H.Q. He 
was, in effect, doing more than that. 
li was obviously a move to en- 
hance de Gaulle’s prestige—to give 
him recognition as the temporary 
leader of France, around whom the 
nation could trustfully rally to work 
out the problems that follow the 
end of a four-year occupation. 

They will not be easy of solu- 
tion. The matter of restoring re- 
spected authority parallels that of 
food supply in importance. 

On Saturday and Sunday it was 
easy to detect slight traces of 
hooliganism — almost inevitable 
among undisciplined youths bearing 
arms, especially -in an atmosphere 
of celebration: 

They raced through the broad 
streets in cars, shouting, waving 
flags and brandishing their 
weapons in reckless fashion. 

To wean these high-spirited 
youths from a life of romantic 
adventure and danger to the hum- 
drum existence of labour and re- 
building will be one of the 
weightiest problems confronting 
General. Koenig. 

It is almost impossible to Over- 
estimate its importance. It is, in. 
short, the problem of inducing the 
men who fought to help free France 
to work to help rebuild it. 

If military operations were 
shelved it would be easy enough for 
the Allies to take over the policing 
of Paris, but it is well known that 
this is exactly what General Eisen- 
hower does not want to do. 

I-have talked with many Pari- 
sians in all walks of life. Some 
hoped that more Allied troops 
would enter and remain in Paris.

One could detect the fear that all 
would not- be well if Paris were not 
controlled for some time by British 
and American authorities. 

The general attitude was to look 
to De Gaulle as a symbol of re- 
sistance and the will for freedom.

One Parisian said he would be 
whole-heartedly in favour of De 
Gaulle if he would make an un- 
equivocal announcement that he 
would ensure a free and liberal 
election in France as soon as con- 
ditions permitted. 

A slight restraint of cautious 
doubt runs under the joy of the 
celebrating. There is a fear that 
the campaign against alleged colla- 
borators will be widened into a 
political and economic purge unless 
the reins are held tight. 

Information reaching the 2ist 
Army Group H.Q. indicated that 
the capital’s food would be 
exhausted by Sunday last, and that 
Parisians would be left practically 
Starving. But since this deadline 
was reached supplies- of biscuits, 
flour, preserved meat, canned fish, 
chocolate, milk, wheat, lard, mar- 
garine, soup powder, coffee, sugar, 
salt, as weil as medical stores and 
stocks of soap, have reached the 
city.

Thousands of tons of food are 
being delivered to Paris: At first 
light the first convoy of British and 
Canadian lorries rumbled in to be 
directed to distributing points.

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Germans in Marseilles 
Surrender 


IX days after the Allies an- | 


nounced the official occupation 
of Marseilles, the German garrison 
holding out in the fortifications 
along the sea front laid down its 
arms yesterday, states an Associated 
Press message received last night. 

The French announced that some 
5,000 prisoners, including General 
Schaeffer, Commander of the 242nd 
Infantry Division, were rounded up. 

He is the third General to be 
captured in the five-day battle, in 
which, according to the French 
Army authorities, 17,000 prisoners 
were taken. 

““A fierce battle is now in full 
swing between Valence and Lyons,” 
said Captain Sertorius, the German 
commentator, last night. 

“Ceaselessly engaged by enemy 
forces hotly weighing down on the 
German troops from the south, the 
body of General Blaskowitz’s Army 
is continuing its withdrawal up the 
Rhone Valley,” he added. “So far, 
the Americans, who are operatin 
with an increasing. number o 
French partisans, have not suc- 
ceeded in cutting off the German 
formations. 

“Considerable enemy pressure 
towards the Italian frontier is also 
beginning to take shape.” 


BRIDGES BOMBED 


General Blaskowitz’s 19th Army 
are retreating up the Rhéne Valley, 
north of Montelimar, with Ameri- 
can forces pressing them closely, 
states Reuter’s Special Correspon- 
dent at Allied Mediterranean H.Q. 

General Blaskowitz is trying to 
extricate. the remnants of five divi- 
sions, numbering about 15,000 men, 
including the llth Panzer and the 
198th Infantry Divisions. 

The destruction by bombing of 
the Rhéne bridges’ hampered Ger- 
man movement to the north, and 
Allied planes, dive-bombing the 
traffic-jammed roads, are taking a 
heavy toll. : | 

Resistance ' at” Marseilles “is now 
confined almost entirely to the 
harbour area, while the whole area 
of Toulon has béen cleared, and the 
only resistance pocket is holding 
out on the peninsula south-west of 
the town. 

On the east coastal flank of the 
bridgehead, American advanced 
forces, at several places, have 
reached the Var River, four miles 
west of Nice. 

British carrier-based aircraft have 
attacked German transport and de- 
fences, in support of the South of 
France invasion. 

In the eight days from August 
15th to 23rd, the planes took off 
from the flight-decks of a great 
carrier force off the coast at an 
average rate of one every. sid 
minutes between dawn and dusk. 

An American carrier torce was 
also engaged. Over 100 mine- 
sweepers, British and+ American, 
have been in operation.

FREEDOM 


Speaking of freedom, Mr. 

Churchill said there are one or two 
simple practical tests by which it 
can be known—namely: “Is there 
the right to free expression? Have 
the people the right to turn out a 
Government of which they dis- 
approve? Are theer courts of jus- 
tice free from violence? Will there 
be fair play for poor as well as for 
rich? Is the ordinary peasant or 
workman free from fear that some 
grim police organisation under the 
control of a-single party, like the 
Gestapo, started by the Nazi and 
Fascist parties, will tap him on the 
shoulder and pack him off without 
fair or open trial to bondage or ill- 
treatment? 
_“ These simple, practical tests are 
some of the title-deeds on which a 
new ee could be founded,” Mr. 
Churchill said, and added: “The 
first duty of all is to oe e the soil 
of Italy from the foul German 
taint.” 

The Prime Minister said he had 
given directions to the British 
representatives in the various inter- 
national bodies concerned to do 
their utmost, in harmony with their 
colleagues, to meet special diffi- 
culties and hardships.

Co. Sligo Bay 


Crossing Ends 


In Loss of Six Lives 


AILING through a heavy sea 
and buffeted by a strong 
breeze, a boat; which was travelling 
across Ballisodare Bay, Co. Sligo, 
yesterday morning, capsized, and 
its six occupants were drowned. 

The victims, who were all from 
the Skreen district, were returning 
from a sports meeting and dance in 
the seaside resort, Strandhill, on the 
opposite side of the bay. The point 
where the accident occurred is 
almost directly opposite the homes 
of the drowned men. 

Included amohg the victims, 
whose ages range from 18 to 42 
years, were the two brothers who 
owned the boat, a canvas, flat- 
bottomed craft, and which they 
purchased recently. 

The names of the missing men, 
all of whom are unmarried, are: — 
Thomas Flynn (40), farmer, son of 
a publican, of Carrowcaslan, Skreen; 
Thomas Battle (20), shopkeeper's 
son, Ballyfarris, Skreen; Muredach 
Foley (18), farmer’s son, Carrow- 
naughan, Skreen; Michael Patrick 
Kilcullen (21), farmers son, 
Carrowflatly, Dromard, his brother, 
Martin Kileu 
Neary (42), farmer’s son, Carrow- 
morris, Dromard. 

The six men and three other 
companions—Peter Kilgallon, Tal- 
laghisten; Jim Kenny and Henry 
Farry, both of Ballinlig—left their 
homes on Sunday afternoon to cross 
the bay to Strandhill. They made 
the crossing of the bay in two boats 
—one the property of the missing 
Kilcullen brothers and the other 
owned by Patrick Farrell, of Car- 
rowbrickeens. Having landed at 
QOullcurry Point, Culleenamore, 
about two miles from the village, 
shortly after 4 p.m., they went to 
the sports, and that night attended 
a dance in Strandhill. . 

Farrell returned home early in 
the evening, having arranged with 
the other members of the party that 
they would all return in the Kil- 
cullen's boat by making the double 
journeys. 


SEEN FROM BEACH 


After the dance the nine men 
went to where the boat was moored, 
and the six deceased men decided to 
make the first crossing, as some of 
them were anxious to attend a fair. 
It was then about 6.30 a.m., and 
stood 
on the shore and wat e boat 
as it sailed across the bay. When

Patients’ Clinic 


Many mental hospitals in Eire are 
overcrowded to-day because of the 
presence of rsons. who never 
should have had to enter such 
institutions. Discussing the subject 
with an Irish Times reporter, a 
leading psychiotrist advocated the 
provision of out-patient clinics in 
Dublin hospitals for the treatment 
of cases of psychosis and neurosis. 

Present day, stresses, he said. 
had caused many such cases. 
When the sufferers were pre- 
cipitated into the atmosphere of 
a mental hospital they got worse: 
for it was readily recognisable that 
such patients would havea much 
better prospect of a ‘restofation to 
normal health ‘in any other 
surroundings 

“ Persons who need the treatment 
rovided by the staffs of mental 
ospitals are precluded from apply- 
ing for it without, at first, going 
through the preliminary form of 
being certified as of unsound mind. 
This certification is undesirable, 
especially for patients who have good 
prospects of early and permanent 
recovery. Such persons, naturally, 
try to avoid the stigma of certifica- 
tion.” 

aes | doctors working in city 
hospitals were emphatic in their de- 
mand for the assistance of a staff 
of psychiatrists to which they could 
refer their patients in consultation. 
Also there was a crying need for 
the attendance of a psychiatrist for 
the investigation of, child de- 
linguent cases referred from the 
Children’s Court, as in some of the 
States of America. 

Meanwhile it is understcod that 
the Government, realising the 
sericusness of the problem, is tak- 
ing steps to provide these services.

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Germans Retreat 


To Gothic Line 


THE Germans are falling back 

under heavy Allied pressure to 
their main Gothic Line defences 
everywhere on the east Italian front. 
states Reuter’s special correspondent 
at Allied Headquarters, Italy. 

The Eighth Army, driving steadily 
north, has advanced up to five riles 
on the Adriatic sector, and between 
two and three miles near Pontas- 
sieve, east of Florence. 

The Poles, exploiting their bridge- 
head across the Metauro on the 
Adriatic coast, are crossing the net- 
work of small rivers between the 
Metauro and the Foglia River, at 
whose mouth lies Pesaro. The 
eastern anchor, of the Gothic Line is 
not far north of this little port. 
Poles and other Eighth Army units 
have crosses the Maggio river. The 
bulk of the retreating Germans are 
now beyond the Arzilla, seven miles 
above the Metauro river, which the 
Poles reached on Saturday. 

_The Eighth Army controls the 
highest ground between the Metauro 
and the Foglia, and is driving 
further into the hill country within 
five miles of Pesaro, where last 
night German targets and concen- 
trations were heavily attacked. 

East of Florence, an Allied 
advance of two to three miles above 
the Arno in the past 36 hours was 
finally slowed up by increasing 
artillery and anti-tank fire and 
demolitions. 

Count Sforza’s Purge Commis- 
sion has arrested and imprisoned 17 
high officers of the Army and 
Fascist Militia, says a Reuter 
message from Rome.

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THE VEXED BALKANS 


The military, as well as the 
political, situation in the Balkan 
Peninsula has been. undergoing 
dramatic changes during the last 


Hammer, the German military 
commentator,. announced that 
Russian troops actually had 
reached the frontiers of Hungary, 
and that Red.cavalry already had 
crossed them. It was known 
on Sunday that the Russians had 
gained possession of Galatz, 
which is the main gateway be- 
tween Bessarabia and Central 
Europe, and they were reported 
yesterday morning to be pressing 
ahead in the Danube valley. 
Rumanian resistance has col- 
lapsed. Indeed, there is little 
doubt that Rumanian troops, if 


to assist the Russians in their pro- 
jected invasion of Hungary. To 
what extent the Rumanian Army 
is unanimous is not yet clear. The 
new Government declares that 
Bucharest is entirely in its hands, 
that all German soldiers in the 
capital have been “ mopped up,” 
and that, in general, the switch- 
over from active participation in 
the Axis cause to complete unity 
of purpose and of action with the 
Allies has been brought about 
with a remarkable lack of un- 
toward incident. While Rumania 
has been making this fateful 
change, Bulgaria also has 
approached the Allies for terms. 
By one of those curious para- 
| doxes which are such a feature in 
the present war,’ the Bulgars, 
while at war with Great Britain 
and the United States, have 
remained throughout at peace 
with Soviet Russia. It is through 
Moscow, therefore, that peace 
terms are being arranged. One re- 
port suggests that-the terms of an 
armistice will be- handed over to 
the Bulgarian Envoy to Turkey, 
whe is at present in Istanbul. 
Another ~ indicates tha the 
armistice will be signed in Cairo 
It is quite certain, however, that 
steps are being taken to expedite 
Bulgaria’s withdrawal from the 
war. The Russians always 
have had a soft spot in their 
hearts for the Bulgars, who, un- 
like the Latin Rumanians, are of 
Slavonic stock. Bulgaria made a 
grievous mistake during the 
Balkan Wars, when she changed 
sides after the first round, only to 
be defeated decisively in the 
second. In the Great War, she 
found herself again on the losing 
side, and was the first of the 
Central Powers to desert 
Hohenzollern Germany. During 
the present war, her troops have 
been employed mainly’ as 
auxiliaries to the Germans in 
Greece and Yugo-Slavia. Bulgaria, 
at the moment, 'is in an -un- 
enviable position; but her tradi- 
tional friendship with Russia 
affords her at least some. kind of 
guarantee against any further in- 
roads upon her already attenuated 
dominions. 

Russia’s terms to Rumania, 
which have been approved by 
Great Britain and the United 
States, already have been 
published. In all the circum- 
stances, they unquestionably are 
mild; but much has happened 
since they were formulated last 
April, and the world will await 
Moscow’s final decision with some 
interest. * Of all the Powers that 
took part in the last war, Rumania 
gained the greatest amount of 
territory. In 1914 her national 
dominion amounted to something 
After 
settlements it had 
swollen to more than 120,000 
square miles. Rumania 
Bessarabia from Russia, got back 
the Dobrudja from the Bulgars, 
and annexed the Bukovina and 
the whole of Transylvania, with 
the Banat, from the Magyars. 
Some idea of the magnitude of 
Rumania’s territorial accretions 
may be gained from the fact that, 
with the Banat, Transylvania is 
larger than the whole of Ireland. 
Hungary was by far the greatest 
sufferer; for her national territory 
was reduced to a mere tithe of its 
former size. During the years 
between the wars, the Hungarians 
carried out an intensive campaign 
of propaganda in an effort to 
mobilise world sympathy on their 
side; and they undoubtedly had a 
certain measure of success. 
During the present war, in 1940, 
as a result of the so-called Vienna 
Award, which was drawn up by 
Herr von Ribbentrop and the late 
Count Ciano, Hungary recovered 
portion of Transylvania, but 
nothing like what she had lost in 
1918. Now she is faced with the 
loss of this rich province 
again. For the Hungarians, 
Transylvania hds a symbolic as 
well as a purely material signi- 
ficance. They regard it in much 
the same way as the Germans 
regard East Prussia, because many 
of the oldest and proudest

their estates in this romantic and 
mysterious land, which, by the 
way, has between five.and six 
million acres of oak forest. There 
is a majority of Rumanians in 
Transylvania; but before the last 
war, the thirty per cent. Hungarian 
minority held virtually the entire 
social and economic power of the 
province in their hands. Under 
‘Rumanian rule, there have been 
sweeping agrarian laws, which 
have deprived the Hungarian 
land-owners of their former 
ascendancy; and it was only 
natural that the Magyars should 
have seized upon the Vienna 
Award with joy. Nobody with 
any knowledge of Hungarian 
history will doubt that the

Food Values. 
If the war has done ‘nothing 


else, it has given popular interest» 
yin: food a scientific turn. Medical 
‘men, needless to say, realised 
many years ago the vital import-” 


ance of ‘adequate nutrition in 
maintaining the health of the ‘in- 
dividual and, ultimately, of the 
nation. Even the experts .them- 


selves, however, have been stimu- 


lated in their research into food. 
values by. the exigencies of war. 
In a recent article Professor J. R. 
Marrack, of London University, 
gave some of the results of this 
research, with particular reference 
to Vitamin C. Formerly this 
vitamin was supplied largely, in 
Britain at least, by imported 
fruit. When the war put an end 
to supplies of oranges and lemons, 
however, it was found that 
potatoes could supply a great part 
of the deficiency, and that, 
contrary to a widespread belief, 
they did not lose their value 
through peeling or cooking. Like- 
wise, it was found that green 
vegetables lost very little of their 
Vitamin C content, if properly 
cooked. Canned fruits — again 
despite an almost general belief 
to the contrary—were found to 
be usually superior to home- 
preserved fruits, and sometimes to 
fresh fruit bought in shops. The 
supply of Vitamin C becomes very 
short, however, about the months 
of March and April. Potatoes 
then yield their lowest quota of 
the year, and green vegetables are 
scarce. This gap, says Professor 
Marrack, can be bridged by the 
use of dehydrated vegetables. In 
the season in which they are 
plentifyl, vegetables such as 
cabbage can be dehydrated so as 
to keep in air for several months. 
When reconstituted by the addi- 
tion of water, they are found to 
have lost little either in flavour or 
in food value. There is little 
doubt that dehydration, now the 
handmaid of army supply units, 
will prove the most important 
development in the science of 
feeding since the invention of 
canning. Vegetables will be 
dehydrated, so that in the winter 
months a much wider selection 
will be available at lower prices. 
The surplus output of milk in the 
summer months can be dehydrated 
for use in winter, when fresh milk 
is scarce and more expensive. 
Here is a development which 
neither our farmers nor our 
industrialists can afford to ignore. 
Now is the time for research, so 
that they may be “on their 
marks,” ready to move, when the 
war ends.

SirR,—-I received a notice, dated 
August 10th, requiring me, “in 
conjunction ” with the occupiers of 
the other premises in the “ block,” 
to prepare and submit a scheme for 
all the premises in the block to 
comply with the Emergency Powers 
(Fire Prevention Order), 1943. 

Being somewhat puzzled at this 
call so late in the war to take steps 
to fight incendiary bombs, when all 
danger of such seems to have 

assed, I was glad to go to a meet- 
ing in the Regal Cinema to find out 
why. 

It may interest your readers to 
learn that we were told that, 
“having built up such a splendid 
organisation, it, would be a pity to 
scrap it,” and, to avoid scrapping it, 
it, apparently, becomes necessary to 
“ implement ” this Emergency 
Order. Why this is so, and what 
any organisation has to do with the 
matter, is not clear to me, 
Implementing this Order appears to 
mean that over 1,000 blocks of 
buildings in the city must incur an 
expenditure of £150 each—that is 
£150,000—to prevent damage from 
incendiary bombs. 

To those who let our dictators do

THE FARMER'S LOT 


TO THE EU. [OR OF THE IRi-H JIMES 
SIR—While one hears a lot of 
soft sentimental talk about the 
importance of agriculture and the 
dignity of farm work, there is a 
tendency to forget that agriculture 
was completely ignored and neglected 
during the entire period between 
the first and second world war, and 
there is every indication that the 
industry will be similarly ignored 
when the present war is ended. 

Already prices of sheep and cattle 
have declined to an alarming extent, 
and farmers have grave reason to 
fear that the value of all agricultural 
produce will collapse when peace is 
finally established. It is a matter of 
urgent and vital importance that 
farmers and all others who claim to 
have the interests of agriculture at 
heart should unite in securing from 
the Government a guarantee of 
economic minimum agricultural 
prices for a period of years. It is 
within the power, and is the duty, 
of .the Government to stabilise 
agricultural prices at a just level, 
and thus safeguard farmers from 
the disasters which befell them after 
the last war. 

Farmers have accepted, and sup- 
ported, protection for the Irish 
manufacturer, even when it’ meant 
increased cost to themselves. They 
have the right to expect industrialists 
to support them in their fight for 
similar protection. ; 

All attempts to divide farmers 
and farm workers into opposin 
organisations must be resisted. 
Farmers and workers must stand 
united in demanding for their 
industry a guaranteed price level, 
which will ensure the worker. a 
reasonable wage and the farmer a 
reasonable profit. The Farmers’ 
Party will continue to press this 
demand in Dail Eireann, and they 
are confident that they will have the 
active support of all who profess 
to be interested in the welfare of

Sirn,—This year the Dail voted 
fifty millions for the comforts and 
salaries of those in health, and not 
even a dollar for the comforts of 
the nation’s sick and their over- 
worked, ill-paid nurses. The above 
vote would se Ar that Eire is 
enjoving the millenium in matters 
of health, whereas fell diseases like 
T.B., and cancer are rife 
among our people. ! 

May the nursing profession use 
the strike weapon that is so effec- 
tive in all grades of Irish life for 
the redress of glaring grievances? 
Our moralists say yes; for desperate 
conditions: demand _ desperate 
remedies. 

In order to cure the festering 
sores of a nurse’s life, the day may 
come—but lct us hope not—when 
Pope Leo XIII.’s appeal for a liv- 
ing wage must be supported by the 
wailing cries of thousands of sick 
and dying to have nurses by their 
bedside to administer comforts, to 
ease pain, and to speak words of 
sympathy and consolation. 

Irish nurses do not live, they 
merely exist, owing to gruellin 
hours—seventy to eighty per wee 
—of work and a non-living wage 
that mock at that natural justice so 
emphatically stressed vy Pope Leo 
XIII—pre-eminently the workers’ 
Pope—in his notable Encyclical 
Rerum Novarum. 

The charter of freedom for our 
nursing’ profession is now urgent. 
More humanitarian considerations, 
apart from the moral principles we 
profess, plead for justice for our 
nurses — a justice mysteriously 
ignored by the nation’s representa- 
tives in the disbursement of fifty 
millions. 

May we hope that the churches 
and the State will soon respond to

“ Antic Postures ” 


The game of bowls—not, of 
course, the business of shying an 
iron ball down the roads, which the 

ractise to the peril of life and lim 
in Co. Cork, but the gentler pastime 
of lawn bowling—has a long history. 
Francis Drake, as we all know, was 
bowling .on Plymouth Hoe when 
the Armada hove in sight. In 
Dublin there is a record of a 
“ bowling place” in College Green 
as early as 1621. 

In. 1690 Dunton wrote: “ Some- 
times I went to the Dublin Bowling 
Green (perhaps the finest in Europe), 
either to divert myself by playing, 
or to look on those that did; where 
I have seen the Gentlemen screwing 
their bodies into more Antic 
Postures than Proteus ever knew, as 
if they thought the Bowl would run 
the way they screwed their Bodies, 
and many times would curse when 
it did not.” 

Trinity College sponsored the 
game in its day. In 1774 a green Is 
mentioned within the College, “ for 
the exercise of the students after 
the fatigue of their studies.” 


Herbert Park 


And yesterday, the Corporation 
of Dublin, which handed over the 
College Green rinks in 1668 as the 
site for St Andrew’s Church, made 
its atonement. Alderman Martin 
O'Sullivan, the Lord Mayor, got the 
new green off to a flying start by 
throwing the first jack and bowling 
the first wood—and he very nearly 
got a “ toucher.” 

The business of making a perfect 
bowling green out of a rough field 
was difficult enough. It cost, in 
all, about £920, of which the 
Government contributed about two- 
thirds and the municipal authority 
one-third. The labour engaged on 
this highly specialised job was 
almost all unskilled. 

The green is an experiment, not 
only because nobody can tell how 
the idea will take in Dublin, but 
because, for the first time, native 
sods have been used for its surface. 
The usual surface is of Cumbder- 
land sod. That cannot be got at 
present, of course, so selected sods 
were brought from Kilcullen, at a 
cost of £150. It remains to be 
seen how they will stand up to 
wear. |
